The record is held by Andrew 
Jackson, who was only 11 days 
shy of 70 when he left the White 
House. Harry S. Truman was 69 


years and 263 days old when he 
departed. 


President Eisenhower replaces 
William Henry Harrison in third 
Place. Harrison—the oldest man 
ever to go into the White House 
~—Wwas 68 years and 54 days old 
when he died in office. 


He had held office a mere 31 
days, the briefest term in history. 
On Tuesday, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, looking fit despite more 
serious illness than any predeces- 
sor, became 68 years and 55 days 
old and moved serenely on to run 
up the score. 


President Eisenhower is a testi- 
monial for the advance of medi- 
cine and surgery. In William H. 
Harrison’s time either the major 
heart attack, the later stroke suf- 
fered by the President, or the dif- 
ficult-to-diagnose ileitis almost cer- 
tainly would have proved fatal. 
Today’s discoveries of anticoagu- 
lants make it possible to recover 
and face the future confidently. 


Indeed, had President Harri- 
son had the benefit of any one of 
the antibiotics effective today in 
the treatment of pneumonia, he, 
too, would have recovered. 


A General 


President Harrison, Wke Mr. 
Ejsenhower, came to the White 
House as a former general. In- 
deed, it was the glamor of his 
accomplishments in the defeat of 
the Indians and the British which 
attracted the hopeful Whig po- 
litical promoters. The country in 
1840 was in a recession.

Actually, the people wanted a 
change. Martin Van Buren, only 
vice president to be elected di- 
rectly from that office to the 
presidency, was an ‘“‘aristocrat,” 
his enemies said. 


The great Daniel Webster threw 
his support to Harrison and 
against Henry Clay. This tipped 
the’ scales for the man who had 
been a fair soldier, a failure at 
farming and business and who 
had almost suffered arrest at 
Bogota, Colombia, for attempting 
to direct a revolt here. 


Harrison had never been a 
“commoner” and the desperate 
need was to make him one. A 
Baltimore newspaper, ardently 
promoting Van Buren, unwittingly 
provided the necessary catalyst to 
create the image of the “‘common 
man.”’ The editor suggested that 
Harrison be given “a barrel of 
hard cider and a pension of $2,000 
a year and, our word for it, he 
will sit the remainder of his days 
in a log cabin by a ‘sea-coal’ fire.” 


The sneer was made into a 
slogan. Harrison became the “‘log- 
cabin, hard-cider” candidate .. . 
the only candidate to have an al- 
coholic drink as a symbol of the 
common man. The slogan was 
“Tippecanoe and Tyler, too.” Gen. 
Harrison had defeated the Indians 
at the battle of Tippecanoe. John 
Tyler, a Virginia aristocrat and 
friend of Clay, was the compro- 
mise vice presidential nominee. 


Big Business 

Big business swung behind Har- 
rison. Buyers of hogs and cattle 
ran ads in the paper saying they 
would pay so much per hundred 
pounds if Harrison were elected, 
and half as much if Van Buren 
won. But the many songs and 
hard cider were the most popular 
weapon. One of them ran: 


“Old Tip he wears a homespun 
suit, 


He has no ruffled shirt-wirt-wirt; 
But Mat he has a golden plate, 
And he’s a little squirt-wirt-wirt.” 
Tobacco chewers (and almost 
every male was in those days) 
were instructed to spit oo 
when they came to -the 
“wirt.” ! 
The popular vote was very close 
1,275,016 for Harrison; 1,129,102 
for Van Buren. But the big elec- 
toral states were carried by Big 
Business interests and the city 
Machines they dominated. The 
Whigs scored a major upset.

Gen. Cairns was married in 
1936 to the former Miss Doris 
Brougher, daughter of Brig.

Blount Brothers Construction 
Co. of Montgomery, Ala., has filed 
the low base bid of $9,996,689 for 
construction of the giant pas- 
senger terminal at the Atlanta 
Airport. The aldermanic board's 
purchasing committee opened the 
16 submitted bids Tuesday. 


Alderman L. O. Moseley, com- 
mittee chairman, said “the open- 
ing was for the most expensive 
single improvement ever mapped 
for Atlanta.’’ The previous all- 
time high was slightly in excess 
of $5 million for construction of a 
water treatment plant on the 
Chattahoochee River. 


The bids were referred to P. R. 
Genthner architect and _  coor- 
dinator for Robert & Co. Asso- 
ciates, architects and engineers 
on the project, the aviation com- 
mittee and others to expedite de- 
tails so a contract can be award- 
ed at a meeting of the aldermanic 
board next Monday. 


The mayor said he will sign the 
contract immediately after it is 
passed to his desk. Under the con- 
tract, the work must be com- 
pleted within 22 months. 


Approval by Civil Aeronautics 
Administration officials also will 
be obtained before it is offered 
for passage. Jack Gray, airport 
manager, said CAA will provide 
$4,500,000 of the cost price. The 
city’s share will come partly from 
general obligation bonds and from 
airport revenue certificates, he 
added.

BAXLEY—State witnesses testi- 
fied Tuesday that Mayor J. M. 
(Buck) Dunn set up a “dummy” 
business firm and that through 
this front he received funds for 


_street surfacing materials that | 


actually came from State High- 
way stockpiles. 


Mayor Dunn's uncle, A. W. Bax- 
ley, testified that rock and as- 
phalt for the paving job came 
from the state maintenance yard 
at Baxley. As asphalt foreman 
here in 1956 when the paving was 
done, Baxley was in charge of the 
project. He was fired by the 
Highway department earlier this 
year because use of state forces 
for the paving was unauthorized. 


The state rested its case about 
6 p.m. after sending 11 witnesses 
to the stand in a one-day presen- 
tation of evidence. Court was re- 
-cessed until 9:30 a.m. Wednes- 
day. 


$8,199.36 INVOLVED 


The state contends that Dunn 
received $8,199.36 for furnishing 
street surfacing materials that 
actually were furnished by the 
Highway department. He is ac- 
cused of conspiring to cheat and 
defraud the state out of the funds. 


The indictment against Dunn 
specifically charges that he con- 
spired during 1956, 1957 and 1958 
with Rueben G. Ray Jr., division 
engineer;

We are glad to publish elsewhere cn 
this page—in a space much longer than 
we ordinarily can devote to any letter— 
a communication from a flight engineer 
concerning the present Eastern Air Lines 
strike. We do so because it expresses the 
essential points of the dispute as seen by 
the engineers. 

The letter confirms the fact that the 
nation’s largest air passenger carrier is 
grounded because of a jurisdictional dis- 
pute between the Air Line Pilots Assn. 
and the Flight Engineers International 
Assn. In this dispute it is the public 
and the company which are being penal- 
ized. 

We still deplore the fact that a small 
group can wield such power as to bring 
about this situation. We still uphold, 
too, a company’s right to set job qualifica- 
tions. We cannot go along with a union 
of 550 men which, because of indefinite 
fears, has thrown 16,380 people out of 
work and which has cost the company 
and the public many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

The letter makes a great point that 
the President’s Emergency Board which 
made recommendations regarding the 
issue before the strike, has no jurisdiction 
to set safety regulations. The board, nev- 
ertheless, included in its lengthy report 
the following statement: 


“ _ We are convinced that on Eastern Air 
Lines it would be better to require that the 
flight engineer on the turbojet airplane have 
the basic qualifications of a pilot and that 
he be able in an emergency to take over 
some of the flying duties of the pilots.” 


Elsewhere in the report—another fact 
the letter overlooks—is a recom- 
mendation made earlier this year by a 
committee of three AFL-CIO vice presi- 
dents, quoted in part, to wit: 


“This committee feels that the close re- 
lationship of the flight crew, which is now 
faced with the introduction of an entire new 
series of larger and faster aircraft, powered 
with turbine engines, makes it imperative 
that the flight crew members must belong 
only to one organization. . . . The commit- 
tee, after hearing the arguments of both the 
FEIA and ALPA, can find no trade vnion 
reason why the merger of these two organ- 
izations should not become a reality.” 


Now the FEIA, probably as a result of 
this lack of sympathy from AFL-CIO, is 
playing footsie with the notorious Team- 
sters of Jimmy Hoffa. This, we believe, 
further will endanger any public sym- 
pathy the union might have had. 


The President’s board cited a lessen- 
ing need for flight engineers qualified 
only as engineers on the new jet craft. It 
cited an increasing need for such person- 
nel able to do pilot chores and the dan- 
ger of friction within flight crews rep- 
resented by more than one union. 


Eastern and the public is caught in 
the middle in this jurisdictional squabble. 
The Railway Labor Act has proved in- 
effective in dealing with it. Surely the 
dispute can be resolved, preserving ev- 
eryone’s so-called seniority rights, with- 
out such major damage to an essential in- 
dustry.

Hapeville — We found your edi- 
torial entitled, “Flight Engineers 
Are Wrong on Qualifications’, 
contrary to your usual fair and 
well-informed opinions. Given 
more of the facts, we believe 
your conclusions may have been 
different. 

In 1956 the Air Line Pilots’ 
Assn. began to appraise their fu- 
ture im commercial aviation and 
found that with the introduction 
of jet airliners that ALPA’s 
membership would diminish due 
to technological unemployment. 
Even with an increase in the 
number of passengers, the jets, 
which can do four times the work 
of piston-driven planes, would 
bring about lay-offs among the 
pilots. In order to avoid this, the 
ALPA decided to campaign for 
three pilots on the jets — the 
third one to replace the existing 
technical specialist engineer. 
Thus, the following 1956 ALPA 
resolution is being forced upon 
the air lines by pilot strikes, 
threats of strikes, or by refusal 
to fly the new jet equipment: 

“Every flight deck station on 
the turbo-prop and turbo-jet air- 
craft shall be manned and oper- 
ated only by a qualified pilot in 
the employ of the company as a 
pilot.” 

In order to implement their 
“third pilot’? program the ALPA 
decided to make the issue a mat- 
ter of “safety.” 

The federal authorities to whom 
you refer did not recommend the 
“third pilot” in the interest of 
safety. The emergency fact find- 
ing board assigned to the Eastern 
Air Lines case used these very 
words in its final report: ‘‘Nor do 
we have the right to supplant the 


Civil Aeronautics Board as the. 


body which promulgates ~ min- 
imum standards for safe and ef- 
ficient operation of air carriers. 
The certification of the bargain- 
ing representative and the stip- 
ulation of the requirement that 
in certain circumstances there be 
a third crew member who must 
have certain minimum qualifica- 
tions are facts which we accept 
as unalterable by us.” 

Recently, in another jurisdic- 
tional dispute on Trans-World Air 
Lines, this same three-man board 
refused to recommend pilot train- 
ing for TWA flight engineers. 

We doubt seriously that ‘public 
opinion is increasingly with the 
company.”

Thus the agency has stabilitv 
independent of politics as well as 
policy-level responsibility to the 


governor. 


The divisions of the Finance De- 
partment are: director’s office, 
budget, control and accounts, pur- 
chase and stores, service (cus- 
todial services . Inventories) and 
the state insurance fund. 


(Georgia has no state insurance 
fund or over-all inventory, but the 


other functions handled by a sin- 
gle department in Alabama are 
scatered in Georgia among: the 
governor, attorney general, audi- 
tor, comptroller general, purchas- 
ing supervisor, secretary of state 
and office building authority.) 
HAS NO PEER 

As for keeping tabs on spend- 
ing, the Alabama Department of 


Finance has no peer in the South- 
east Empire. 


Every morning, an IBM . ma- 
chine in the control and accour’- 
ing division rolls out sheets show- 
ing division chiefs exactly: 


1. How much money has been 
appropriated to each department 
for each given type of expenditure 
(salaries, equipment purchases, 
other supplies). 


2. How much each department 
has spent out of each account 
through that morning. 


3. The amount of unpaid pur- 
chase orders outstanding against 
each department. 


NORTH CAROLINA PLAN 


North Carolina’s Department of 
Administration has similar divi- 
sions. 


South Carolina’s Budget and 
Control Board also has personne! 
administration, thus giving the 
super-agency an even more com- 
plete financial picture. 


Here is a rundown on what 
agencies in Georgia perform the 
work that is centralized in super- 
agencies in other states: 


Budget—The governor is direc- 
tor of the budget, but in practice 
it is prepared by the state. audi- 
tor, who is assistant director. 


MUST HAVE DATA 


Controls—The comptroller gen- 
eral’s office must receive support- 
ing data from departments before 
certifying warrants, which are 
paid by the state treasurer. 


Accounts — The state auditor 
keeps a running record of quar- 
terly allotments to state agencies, 
receives monthly spending reports 
from them, and makes a detailed 
post-audit at the end of the fiscal 
year. Only the individual depart- 
ments keep details of day-to-day 
spending. 


Purchasing — Buying for all 
agencies is done by the supervisor 
of purchases, who has no power 
to question a department's need 
for a given item. 


PLAN OF WORK 


Janitorial and custodial services 
—Some are done through the 
secretary of state’s office (such 
as the Capitol and grounds). The 
State Office Building Authority 
maintains offices built under its 
bond issues. 


Inventories —If inventories are 
maintained at all, they are done 
by the individual agencies. Some 
departments have no inventory 
listings. 


Personnel—Testing and certifi- 


cation of state employes is done 


by the State Merit System of Per- 
sonnel Administration for those 


departments under the Merit Sys- 


tem (the great majority are). 
Other agencies do their own 
hiring.

Lynde McCormick, to whose com- 
mand the Indianapolis had_ been 
ordered to report, was summoned 
by the court from his battleship 
in Leyte Gulf, together with his 
aide, Cmdr. Thomas D. F.. Langen. 


The court spent the first few 
days groping. It was still to be 
established what had sunk the 
Indianapolis. The possibility that 
she had struck a mine was en- 
tertained. As more witnesses’ 
stories began to fall together, it 
was decided that an enemy sub- 
marine had been responsible. The 
court then named Capt. Charles 
McVay as an “interested party,” 
along with Lt. Cmdr. Sancho and 
Lt. Gibson. An “interested party”’ 
in Navy jurisprudence is a sort 
of quasi-defendant and as such 
entitled to attend all court ses- | 
sions and listen to all evidence. | 
He is also entitled to counsel. 


SHOCKS IN STORE 


However, individual witnesses 
filed in, told what they knew, an- 
swered questions, and departed. 
They did not: hear the testimony 
of other witnesses, and thus many 
were quite foggy as to what’was 
being built up in the records. 


There were some shocks in 
store for sev ofrthem, months 
later, when théy learned that in 
effect they had been on trial at 
Guam, without opportunity for 
defense or rebuttal. 


The court records have never 
been made public by the Navy 
and probably never will be. But 
the general outlines of the testi- 
mony can be deduced. Of the In- 
dianapolis survivors, only Capt. 
McVay, four other officers and 
15 enlisted men testified at Guam. 


The court evidenced less inter- 
est in the sinking than in the op- 
erational aberration which left 
information about the vessel un- 
sought for four days. From 
CINCPAC they summoned Com- 
modore James Carter, reportedly 
a chief author cf the 10CL45 in- 
struction, which concluded with: 
“Arrival reports shall not be 
made for combatant ships.” 


“SOUND PRINCIPLES” 


Commodore Carter testified that 
this was well-accepted practice in 
the fleet, based on sound prin- 
ciples of security protection.

Five days after the court ad- 
journed, a significant order went 
out from CINCPAC to no less 
than 24 commands. It said: 


“All naval vessels proceeding 
independently will be considered 
overdue when they fail to arrive 
at a ee within eight 
hours . . . of original expected 
time of arrival (ETA). The port 
director at destination will report 
immediately all overdue vessels 
to his sea frontier or area com- 
mander, who will take appro- 
priate steps to request a new ETA 
from the subject vessel, notify 
port director at port of origin, 
commanders of areas through 
which vessel was routed and ar- 
range for pecans air and sur- 
face searches. . 


BIG GAP CLOSED 
Here, at last, was closed the 
great operational gap through 
which the Indianapolis had sunk, 
unnoted officially by anyone. No 
clear - cut 
existed 


It should be noted, however, 
that even this was not the com- 
plete answer to the question of 


why the Indianapolis disaster was | 


so costly in life. Had someone at 
Leyte given the alarm at one rmin- 
ute past 11 a.m. on Tuesday, 
when the Indianapolis was one 
minute overdue, the men would 
already have been floundering in 
the water 35 hours. Responsibility 
for the basic operational prob- 
lem — maintenance of constant 
contact with combatant ships 
traveling alone—belonged direct- 
ly to CINCPAC and was never 
dealt with, so far as is publicly 
known. Another Indianapolis trag- 
edy could have happened the day 
after this new order was issued, 


although the survivors might! 


have been found a few hours 
sooner. 


On Aug. 15 the Pacific war 
ended. President Harry S$. Tru- 
man received the press in the 
White House, at 7 p.m., stood be- 
hind his desk and read the great 
news to the reporters. 


WORST DISASTER 


Almost simultaneously the 
Navy department released a 
communique: 


“The USS Indianapolis has been 
lost in the Philippine Sea as the 
result of enemy action. The next 
of kin of casualties have been 
notified.” 

No indication was given that 
behind those 25 words was the 
worst disaster in the history of 
the Navy. 


Grim telegrams had been going 
out since Monday from the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel, bearing 
those dread words “missing in 
action.’’ In some homes, the mes- 
senger bearing the telegram rang 
the doorbell as the family was 
celebrating President Truman’s 
dramatic announcement that the 
war was over. 


The Navy was accused later of 
having deliberately timed the In- 
dianapolis announcement to be 
lost in the VJ Day news. 


Back at Guam, the court pro- 
ceedings neared an end. Lt. Gib- 
son moved that he be exonerated 
as an “interested party,”’ and in 
a statement to the court summed 
up the case applicable to both 
himself and Lt. Cmdr. Sancho: 
“The port director has no direc- 
tives calling for the report of non- 
arrival of any type of ship—com- 
batant or otherwise, except those 
in convoy. . . . It would appear 
that the direct obligation rests 
with those issuing ship-reporting 
directives to state specifically 
what should be done in the case 
of arrival or nonarrival of all 
types of vessels and then to hold 


‘the port director or other activity 
responsible for carrying out such 
| directives.” 


| REJECTED 


The court rejected the motion, 
but within five days of adjourn- 
ing a new order went out, setting 
forth the procedure suggested by 
Lt. Gibson. 


The court completed its hear- 
ings on Aug. 20, and recom- 
mended to Adm. Nimitz that let- 
ters of reprimand be issued to 
Capt. McVay, Lt. Cmdr. Sancho, 
and Lt. Gibson. For regulars, like 
Capt. McVay, such a letter in the 
record would be damaging dur- 
ing the officers’ consideration for 
promotion or new command. 


All three were advised that they 
had the right to make ‘such 
statement concerning this letter 
as you desire.” Lt. Gibson did 
so almost immediately. He sent 
off a 900-word letter to the ‘chief 
of naval personnel in which he 
disclaimed “‘any fault or blame 
for this tragic incident.” 


Capt. McVay made no poe Th to 
his letter of reprimand, 
val experience had taught him 
that the matter would not end 
with the court of inquiry. 


BITTEN BY SHARKS 


For most of the _ survivors, 
Guam was a pleasant interlude. 
Under treatment at the hospital, 
burns, fractures, and shark bites 


| began to heal. It was discovered 


that a large portion of the flesh 
on Coxswain Cozell L. Smith's 
hand had been torn away by a 
fish. Miraculously, no bones had 
been broken or severed. Other 
men had lost flesh from their but- 
tocks, legs, backs, and arms to 
sharks. 


Most of the men snapped back 
mentally with remarkable speed, 
but in some, trauma persists to 
this day. There was comradeship 
of a common experience in the 
hospital, and there was time for 
fun, too. Radarman 3.C. Harold | 
Schecterle, victor over surgery, | 
sea, sun, and sharks, borrowed 
$10 from his brother, a Seabee 
on Guam, and parlayed it into 
$2,000 in a nonstop poker game 
that lasted until the group broke 
up back in the United States. 


When they arrived in San Diego 
on the carrier Hollandia, Wednes- 
day afternoon, Sept. 26, the city 
turned out to celebrate the re- 
turn of 311 survivors of the In- 
dianapolis. After the welcome, 
the men were sent to Camp El- 
liott, and in a few days began 
dispersing to their homes or new 
naval stations. It was the last 
time these men were together. 


WHAT OF LOVED ONES? 


Capt. McVay reached Washing- 
ton, D.C., early in September, to 
be reunited with his wife and re- 
ceive the counsel of his father, 
who had served 46 years in the 
Navy. Dozens of letters were al- 
ready waiting him, some bitter, 
some accusing, some compassion- 
ate, but all wanting to know what 
had happened to loved ones. 
Many parents and wives were 
still suffering the terrible doubts 
raised by the first “‘missing” tele- 
grams. 


Capt. McVay received a report- 
er at his home on Sept. 18, and 
told him: “I'd advise all those 
families who haven't heard that 
men repcrted as ‘missing’ have 
been found, to give up hope.” 


Tt was 44 days after the sink- 
ing, and still no final explanation 
had been released by the Navy.

They're awfully cute.”

South’s slam bid was an un- 
justifiable display of virility and 
was brought on by his original 
cue bid which it. should be ob 
served was not exactly an act 
of reticence. South should have 
been happy to get out at five 
hearts when his partner gave him 
the chance, - 


West opened the jack of spades 
and declarer played the queen 
from dummy which held. In a 
hurry to dispose of a losing club, 
South cashed the ace of spades 
and from then on found it im- 
possible to bring in the contract 
against careful discarding by the 
defense.

In either of these cases he 
needs a doctor, and the sooner 
the safer! The doctor will be able 
to tell whether or not surgery «is 
needed at once to save his life. 


Another kind of very severe 
pain is that felt when a stone in 
either the urinary tract, a kidney 
stone, or a stone in the bile tract, 
a gallstone, starts -noving, either 
within its own bailiwick or in the 
exit from that area.

Doc Garner Helps Men 
Keep Fit After Age 40

Fitness when you're past 40 is not a matter of trying to build 
up muscles like Paul Anderson’s, but just keeping what you've 
already got in good shape, Dr. Bennett Garner believes. 


Doc Garner is a volunteer leader of a physical fitness class 
at the YMCA every Monday at noon. Two other days a week 
the class gets instruction from Bill Fesperman, physical fitness 
director of the Y. Doc Garner is an osteopathic physician, but 
in his younger days got his training in running physical fitness 
elasses under the fabulous Benarr McFadden. 


Doc believes in a lot of noise and a lot of rhythm. “You've got 
to make ’em relax,”’ he said. “The hollering during the exercise is 
just to relieve the tension. We aren’t trying to build up muscle 
men, but just to keep a good muscle tone and a sense of feeling 
good in the men who take the course. We don’t tire anybody out. 
We want them to have fun while they are taking the exercises.” 


Bill Fesperman said that anybody could take exercises at home 
and do the same thing—‘‘but folks just won’t take exercises unless 
they take them in classes. They'll put it off, and put it off and 
never get around to it.” 


Some of the businessmen in the fitness class are in their 
60s. ‘“‘This kind of exercise takes the competition out of it and 
takes the pressure off,’’ Doc Garner said. ““Now take out on 
the golf course: The exercise is fine, but the competition and 
the pressure are still there. Folks over 40 need exercise which 
relaxes them, and you can’t relax at a dollar a hole or more.” 


The exercises are free to anyone with a Y membership.

When disorderly conduct develops in a National 
League football game, TY cameramen have strict 
orders to swing the camera away from the scene of 
hostility. 


Radio announcers, according to the NFL code, must shill for the 


house. A spade isn't a spade in their booth. Commissioner Bert Bell 


is a staunch advocate of syrupy publicity, but he maintains a rigid 
blackout on unfavorable remarks and 
action. 


| Fortunately, Bell holds no censor- 
_ ship control over the press. In general, 
the man has done a tremendous job, 
but he’s out of bounds on the demands 
@ @6he makes on TV and radio. 


It would have been interesting to 
hear the comments on the air when a 
very unusual play developed in the 


between the Lions and the Giants in 
Detroit. 


It was a play that the public 
has been replaying all week. Eye- 
brows were raised in bookie of- 
fices and box seats when, on a 
fourth-and-21 situation, the Lions 
employed an unsuccessful fake kick 
by Yale Lary. The Lions were 
leading, 17-12, in possession on 
their own 44 with 13 minutes remaining in the game. 


Louis Effrat of the New York Times asked Bell some pointed 
questions about the “‘strange’’ goings on at Detroit. Did the com- 
missioner plan to investigate any angle of the game, etc.? 


—The NFL Operates Its Own FBI 


“Absolutely not,’’ Bert Bell replied. ““‘There was nothing wrong, 
in any way, shape or form, with Sunday’s game at Detroit. We 
know everything that goes on in the league. We know every point- 
spread and the day-to-day fluctuations. We know—knew at 12:30 
last Sunday afternoon that the Giants closed favorites to win by 
4 points. (The Giants won, 19-17). 


“Sure, we have investigations, but they are routine,”’ Bell con- 
tinued. “‘We have ex-FBI men stationed in every city where we 
have a team. Throughout the entire week preceding a game, our 
man is on the alert for anything that might appear wrong. Our 
Detroit man reported nothing untoward last week. 


“We know what’s going on. For example: we have played 66 
games so far. In those, counting the closing point spreads, favorites 
have won 29 times, underdogs 35 times and there have been two 
ties. Home teams have won 33 games, visiting teams 31. 


“So you see, no one who has been betting has had a 
marked advantage. Besides, the bettors must give up 20 per cent 
to the bookmaker.”’ 


Mr. Effrat served up a barbed question to Commissioner Bell. 
Would Bell have sent in the play, which was sent in by Coach 
George Wilson? 


“T’m a commissioner, not a coach,”’ Bell answered. “I never 


disagree with a coach. He has enough trouble.” 


Prosperous bookmakers are just as interested as Bert Bell in 
keeping NFL games on the level. All they want is the large per- 
centage slice with an even amount of dough on each club. When 
the pendulum suddenly - swings to one team, they get booted in the 
wallet. 


—A 100,000 Testimonial to the Game 


Thus far, the pros have enjoyed the wholesome respect and 
trust of the public. The turnout of more than 100,000 at Los Angeles 
last Saturday was a glowing testimonial to the game. Nothing was 
at stake but the outcome. The Baltimore Colts had already cinched 
the division championship, the Rams were out of the running. 


The Rams eventually won a 30-28 thriller, and Mr. Bell’s an- 
nouncer never let the TV audience forget that these clubs were 
playing for keeps. On occasion, however, the Colts didn’t seem as 
interested in their work as the announcer, 


When tempers flared in the arena the cameramen, in keeping 
with Mr. Bell’s code, whirled the camera away from the action. 


Mr. Bell should take the muzzle off the announcers. He has 
the best selling product on the sports market. He forces the 
sportscasters te insult the intelligence of the freeloading mem- 
bers of the Living Room AC. 


Though the caliber of football in the NFL is terrific in general, 
there are, on occasions, lousy games. It’s right there on the picture 
tube for one and all to witness. Yet, the announcers keep reminding 
you that you’re watching the greatest game since Rutgers started 
kicking the ball around. 


It’s confusing, to say the least, to see one game pe hear 
another on the same TV set. As mentioned in this space previously, 
Jim Gibbons of the Washington Redskins manages to paint an ac- 
curate verbal picture despite the Bell office. But you can’t say the 
same for most of his cohorts. 

Fortunately for the NFL, Bell doesn’t follow this “‘look-the-other- 
way policy’ when it comes to policing the sport. And he'd elevate 
pro football to an even higher level by taking the muzzle off the 
mikes and TV cameras.

An Expert 
Discusses 
Stereo 


By LEE KRAMER 
President, High Fidelity SSS 


The three questions that are 
most often asked of high-fidel- 
ity and stereophonic experts 
are. 

What is the difference be- 
tween high-fidelity and stereo? 

What is the difference be- 
tween consoles and compon- 
ents? 

How can I convert to stereo? 

Here are the answers: 

WHAT IS THE difference be- 
tween hi-fi and steree? High- 
fidelityis an adjective which 
simply means extraordinary 
faithfulness in the recording 
and reproduction of sound. 

The term applies equally to 
‘monaural and stereo. Regular 
LP records are monophonic and 
have a single sound track. 
Stereophonic records have two 
sound tracks, one on each side 
of a single groove. Play these 
two sound tracks  simultan- 
eously through two _ separate 
amplifiers and speakers and 
you have stereophonic sound. 
The advantages are the third 
dimension, depth, placement of 
musicians on a stage, move- 
ment, etc. This is a terrific 
step forward in the art of re- 
producing sound. 

WHAT IS the difference be- 
tween consoles and compon- 
ents? A console is basically 
nothing but three components 
housed in a more or less at- 
tractive cabinet. A console is 
an intelligent compromise, de- 
signed and built to give as 
much quality as possible for as 
much or as little money as you 
care toe spend. Some are very 
good. 

Components, however, are 
built to conform to the purchas- 
er’s specifications and to sat- 
isfy his own definition of high- 
fidelity. 

It is true that you can spend 
a lot of money selecting com- 
ponents. It is also true that you 
can buy components for the 
price that you would pay for a 
console. 

The considerable gain in 
quality when you choose com- 
ponents is somewhat at the 
expense of the pretty and con- 
venient cabinet. 

Of course, nothing prevents 
you from building your com- 
ponents in. It would only be fair 
to mention that if you purchase 
very fine equipment you pur- 
chase a system that is just 
about a lifetime proposition 
Over a period of time you get 
more than your money's worth 
with the ultimate in quality 
thrown in. 

HOW CAN I cenvert te 
stereo? Since stereophonic re- 
production consists of two 
sound tracks through two inde- 
pendent amplifiers and speak- 
ers it is now clear 
must add what you lack. 

Swap your present pickup for 
a stereophonic cartridge. Con- 
nect one side of it back to the 
amplifier and speaker that you 
will have te purchase. You can 
spend as little or as much as 
you want to. Quality is the de 
termining factor

The emergence of the LP 
disc and the ease of recording 
have combined to provide rec- 
ord fans with a startling 
statistic: 

There are 1,788 different rec- 
ord labels erying for the lis- 
tener’s dollar. | 

The vast spurt in the record- 
ing industry since 1950—sales of 
equipment and records jumped 
from 12 million dollars that year 
to an expected 260 million dol- 
lars this year—has meant that 
some firms have indulged in the 
capturing of offbeat sounds. 

For those who like the primi- 
tive, you can get the “Spirit 
and Calamity Songs of the 
Baoule Bush” or the “Scalp 
Dance” of the Flathead Indians. 


Also available are noises of 
sea animals, mating calls of 


lovesick tomcats, the roars of 
surf and railroads, stratospheric 
sounds, roosters crowing ‘and 
hens cackling with anticipatory 
delight at 5 a.m.), ancient mu- 
sic boxes, the ominous whistling 
of high winds and electrical 
storms. 

There are sounds of. beaches, 
burlesque houses, bistros, h u - 
man birth and boudoir noises 
reproducing the sounds made 
by a redhead while she dis- 
robes. 

You can tune in on a steel 
band (West Indian hands 
thumping oil drums), bullfrogs, 
the deafening blast of the Queen 
Mary as she weighs anchor. 

De you flip at the sound of a 
prison work-gang, the wail of 
Mazatec Indians or Charleston 
fish . peddlers? They're avail- 
able. 

You'd like to hear the plea 


of an African tribesman whe 
defends himself in song while 
he’s on trial in the bush? It’s 
available. 

Hungry for a satire on Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy, the speeded- 
up sounds of dogs barking so 
they seem to sing, or the putt- 
putt of a wheezing steam en- 
gine? Put your money where 
your hunger is and they're 
yours. 

And if you go for these 
sounds and wind up a little fog- 
gy in the cranium, well, there’s 
a record that likely will cure 
that. 

Many are sold for therapeutic 
purposes. 

Some 250,000 have been 
bought by fans to break their 
various habits. 

Maybe there's even one called 
“How to Break the Record 
Habit.” But that’s doubtful.

In fact, conventional cart- 
ridges will RUIN stereo discs 
in only a few plays. 

The reverse happily is not 
true: stereo cartridges do NOT 
ruin ordinary long-play records. 
In fact, they play monophonic 
discs very well. 

Very good electromagnetic 
stereo cartridges with diamond 
styluses can be bought for less 
than $30. Ceramics with sap- 
phire styluses can be had for 
just a few dollars. 

Amplifiers—It is not neces- 
sary to duplicate amplifiers. The 
amplifier for a second “chan- 
nel” need not have as much 
wattage. Even those who have 
gone to the expense of a sep- 
arate pre-amplifier and ampli- 
fiér for the original system can 
buy a single-chassis amplifier 
for the second channel with hap- 
py results. 

Of course, as with any other 
equipment, it is important to get 
good (‘hi-fi’) amplifiers with 
low distortion characteristics.

Speakers—Experts say it is 
important to duplicate existing 
speaker arrangements for ster- 
eo. This is easier for the man 
who has an individual speaker 
or group of speakers than for 
the man whose speakers are 
contained in a factory-built, pre- 
assembled phonograph. 

However, many phonograph 
manufacturers are marketing 
speakers which they recommend 
specifically for stereo.

It’s Easy to Convert to Stereo 


Only changers marketed in 
the past year or so are suitable 
for stereo. It is possible to “‘fil- 
ter’ out part of the rumble, but 
this is expensive and also filters 
out music. Most good turntables, 
on the other hand, are suitable 


for stereo.

CONVENTIONAL cartridges 
have two electric leads, whereas 
stereo cartridges have three or 
four. Most tone-arms will have 
to be rewired for stereo. For the 
purist, it is also recommended 
that a differently balanced arm 
be used. “Conversion kits” for 
this purpose are available to the 
do-it-yourself hobbyists. 

Balancing the volume between 
the two channels of stereo sound 
can be achieved by adjusting 
volumes of each amplifier indi- 
vidually. For those who want a 
single control, however, there 
are available several brands of 
stereo control instruments at 
about $30.
